A MINING KING 


‘‘The Father of Leadville” 
in the City. 


A I’HAT ABOUT EAKLY DAYS 


How the Town was Founded—The 
First Discovery of 
Silver. 


At the Nadeau House yesterday 
morning arrived one of the most historic 
characters in mining anuals, being no 
less a personage than Capt. W. H, 
Stevens who is perhaps better known as 
“the father of Leadville." He is ac­ 
companied to this city by his wife, son 
and two charming daughters, the Misses 
Annie aud Nellie Stevens,all of whom are 
registered as from Detroit, Mich., for it 
is there th at the Captain makes his 
headquarters now-a-days. It was with 
the object of obtaining an account of how 
the famous mountain city was settled 
that a Hbkaij) man called on Captain 
Stevens last night, and his request for 
an interview was nt once generously ac­ 
corded and the newspaper man was in­ 
vited up to the Captain’s cosy apart­ 
ments. 
At the outset of the story," said the 
mining king, "it is necessary to explain 
to you a few facts regarding mining leg­ 
islation at the opening of the ’70’s. 
In 
1HC6 a law was parsed granting to miners 
the right to sell lode aud ledge mines, 
but there being no arrangemente made 
for placers, it was found necessary in 
1872, to introduce and pass a new bill 
granting tbe same privileges for them and 
all other miuiog properties not nomin­ 
ated in the lodo act. But a provision 
was also made whereby the holder of a 
lode had the right to make a claim on 
placers, and this was extended on for 
two years,eo as to give all an opportunity 
of availing themselves of it. 
Now, 
then, 
to 
Leadville. 
Iu 
1872, when 1 first 
reached 
Oro 
City, for that was the name of the 
laco in three days, it was populated 
•y only 10 or 15 miners engaged in work­ 
ing placers for gold. I joined in with 
them and while running u 14-mile ditch 
to bring water on to my claim I discov­ 
ered a float of lead carbonate the pres­ 
ence of which was known to the other 
boys but whicb they designated heavy 
porphyry. Now I knew omething about 
minerals, for I had been associated with 
mines and mining since 1842 and had 
been one of the staff of the geological 
exploration of Michigan so, I saw at once 
that there must be silver near by in large 
quantities but I kept my discovery to 
myself and pursued my Investigations 
secretly, doing a good deal of woi k on 
Sundays and in the nights. At the end 
of about a year I was rewarded by locat­ 
ing a ledge, and, employing a nnmber 
of men, I 
set 
to 
work 
to 
develop 
it, 
still 
keeping quiet 
on accoQDt of the provisions of tbe lode 
law. But when the limitation of that 
ran out, then I heralded my discovery, 
compulsorily to a certain extent, because 
I bad a lot of ores on hand that had to 
be reduced. The excitement which fol­ 
lowed is well known to the reading world 
and from a popnlation of 100 or so Lead- 
ville sprang,inside of eighteen months,to 
a city of 30,000 inhabitants, with stores, 
hotels and all the buildings accessory to 
such a place. As luck would Have it 
the city was located exactly on my 
placer land, but when I claimed my 
rights they were refused, and I had to 
appeal to the Su píeme Court of tbe 
United States, and after four years o' 
litigation and an expense of about $500,­ 
000 I established m y claims and owned 
the town. I made an arrangement with 
the city whereby they were to give me 
$25 for every lot of 25x125 feet, and, 
though granting a big section of the 
ground to churches and public buildings, 
I still had several thousand lots to dis­ 
pose of. The raining property I have 
owned ever since, and it has turned out 
$20,000.000 of ores gross, and has paid 
$4,000,000 in dividends, for I formed a 
corporation under the name of the Iron 
Silver Mining Company, of which I am 
still the Chairman of the Executive 
Committee. 
Leadville to-day is a city 
of about 12,000 inhabitants, and has a 
good, solid foundation, for the excite­ 
ment died away to leave a well-estab­ 
lished city, which haa ever since been 
supported by the outpnt of the mines." 
lively times. 
“ I had a lively time when I started 
in," added tho Captain with a smile, “ lor 
the other miners tried to run me out of 
the camp because I was working carbo­ 
nates of which they knew notbiDg, aixl 
then again tbey objected to my Laving 
such a big block of property in the place. 
They came down one night with a vigi­ 
lance committee, headed by a saloon­ 
keeper named Bill Sullivan, and as I saw 
them coming I drew a line a-t o s s the 
road with ray boot-too, and told the boys 
that it was the dead-line, and any onn 
who crossed it wonld never get any 
further. As I spoke to them I showed 
them the barrel-cnd of a couple of re­ 
volvers, 
and, 
as 
I had a little 
repntation ahead of me, they held back, 
aud I had no eh<xtting to do. They fried 
it again later on, and among ttie crowd 
was Tabor, now Governor oi Colorado, 
who at that time was running a little 
grocery store in the camp, and m «king a 
living that was certainly precarious. I 
reasoned with the boys, and explained 
to them that I was after silver instead of 
gold, as they were, aud I offered to help 
them to stake out claims adjacent to 
mine. They did eo with euch results 
that afterwards, when the excitement 
came on, one of them sold out for $200,­ 
000, another for $250.000, and Governor 
Tabor made $2 000,000 or $3,000,000, a 
good deal of which, I am sorry to say, 
he lias since squandered. 
It has 
mostly gone politically, but he is not 
a 
poor 
man yet, for he holds 
a good deal of property which although 
it is mortgaged, brings in more than 
enough to pay the interest, so I expect 
he will come out all right. I see tba* 
they are talking of erecting a monument 
to me at Leadville," concluded the Cap 
tain, “ and by the way, it is rather a 
curious thing that many of those interest 
ed formed part of tbe vigilance committee 
that tried to m n me out of the place 
when I first started in there." 
Captain Stevens, who is now well on 
in years, though still as halo and hearty 
as of yore, is passing the evening of hi* 
life in the recreation he has bo well earned. 
In company with his family he travels 
to all the noted resorts in the old and 
new worlds and is enjoying an experi 


ence of Los Angeles for the first tim e. 
The party will remain here a few days 
aud will then leave for the North, en 
route to the Sandwich Islands. 
A SAU SUICIDE. 
A D esp o n den t '.« u u g ,N *u T ak e* 
H I" O w n I.H e. 
Three months ago a young man about 
twenty years of age came tt Los Angeles 
in search of employment. His home 
was originally in Ogdensourg, N. Y., 
aud he first found his way to this coast 
in the hope of averting ^ gathering lung 
disease. 
The 1. ttle money that he 
brought with him was soon used and ha 
found himself dependent upon what he 
could earn at work. The evidence is 
plain that he sought far and near for em ­ 
ployment, but was unable to secure any. 
From letters which were found in his 
room it appeared that he had no trade 
and was inexperienced in business mat­ 
ters. He had never worked for a living 
and did not know what to do to get em ­ 
ployment. 
At last, in utter despair, he 
killed himself. 
The youth’s name was Charles E. 
Rose, and he had been staying for Borne 
time at No. fifi Banning street. He had 
few friends and acquaintances, but such 
as knew him spoke of him in the highest 
terms. Wednesday night he went to bis 
room as usual, but in the morning did 
not appear. About noon the duughter 
of the landlady, Louisa Doxey, went to 
his room to make the bed and was 
frightened at the white face which she 
saw lying on the pillow. She summoned 
her father, who, accompanied by a neigh­ 
bor, went to the room. The young man 
was dead, having evidently taken hia 
own life. In the side of his head was a 
large bullet wound, and near at hand lay 
the re /ol ver. No one had heard any 
report. The body gave evidence of life 
having passed aw ay a number of hours 
previous. 
The body was moved to tbe morgue, 
and in the afternoon an inquest was held 
at which no facts not given in the above 
acconnt were elicited. No one could be 
found to whom the Buicide had ever ex­ 
pressed a determination to take his own 
life, althongh several had heard him say 
th*t he wag “ broke," and that he would 
have to write home for money. 
The young man’s room was in perfect 
order. His rather scant wardrobe had 
been carefully put in shape before he re­ 
tired to the bed where he had killed 
himself. Among bis possessions was 
found a package of letters which told a 
very sad story. They were most of them 
from his mother,and were filled with lovn 
and tenderness such as only a mother 
could write to a son in trouble. She 
begged him to remem ber that his embar­ 
rassment for money was only temporary, 
and that he must certainly find eome- 
thing to do if he would only keep trying. 
He must not grow discouraged; almost 
every mau who was succe-feful had at 
some'ime passed through just such ex­ 
periences. She feared that he was back­ 
ward about telling her all his troubles. 
She could send him very little money, 
but she would do all she could. In one 
letter there had been an enclosure of $5, 
obtained evidently with much difficulty, 
as tbe good mother was a widow and de­ 
pendent for her support upon her rela­ 
tives. “ You must not regret,"said one 
of the letters, “ that you cannot eend 
money nome to me. Do not think of 
that. If people only knew how good a 
son you had always been to me they 
would be glad to find work for you, and 
to help you, if need be." Viewed in the 
light of the final outcome of the young 
m an’s troubles, the letters are intensely 
pathetic, and indicate only too plainly 
the sorrow which the writer will suffer 
when she learns of the tragedy that has 
taken place. 
THE SCALE BUU. 
H e NhoulA Me N uppress^d in th e 
c itr* 
The neglect of the orchards in and 
about the city incident to the lands be­ 
ing cut up for residence lots, was the 
fruitful source of the scale bug’s pros­ 
perity. He is in tbe main an outcome of 
the bxrai. And it is in and about the 
city where hia scaleship still finds his 
least disturbed and therefore most con­ 
genial habitat. 
There aro many old 
orchards sold to syndicates to be cnt up. 
into lots where the trees still stand, and 
struggle along 
between 
life 
and 
death. There are not only such 
orchards where the scaly parasite 
plies his pestiferous trade uumolested, 
but there are A9 well many flower gardens 
in charge of people too slovenly aud care­ 
less to keep them clean. Here the bug 
multiplies and contrary to the Creator’s 
canon, devastates the earth. The or- 
chardist who looks for his reward, at the 
rate of $1 000 an acre for his oranges, 
riseB early and late, takes rest in an 
earnest endeavor to extirpate the scale 
bug; but alongside of his orchard is a 
tract with the brand of the “ busted 
boom" on 
its 
brow, 
neglected, 
neither dead nor alive, but covered 
with the pent. On the other side may 
be a flower garden from which there 
comes no profit of the baser, merely pe­ 
cuniary sort; and the owners lack the 
taste and cultivation which eujoy a 
sweet aud lovely flower. 
Here too the 
scale works his will and plays havoc 
with tho plants. From the neglected 
orchard and the equally neglected gar­ 
den he spreads to the well kept trees of 
the wideawake orchardist. 
These things ought not so to be. Some 
means, and of the most energetic and 
stringent order are demanded by ail who 
matte their living by fruit culture and by 
all who find pleasure in pretty flowers, to 
compel the careless, the negligent, the 
slovenly to keep their trees and plants 
clean. It should be competent for some 
person in authority to go in, other meth­ 
ods failing, and cnt up and destroy every 
twig infected by the scale. 
No milder 
means will ever prove effective, and the 
prosperity of the section hinges on such 
action.

J o d * e Ross Decide» th a t H e T ried to 
U n law fn lly Influence a W it­ 
ness in the Goujon Case. 


The announcement that 
Alejandro 
Bavin had been cited to ehow cauBe be­ 
fore Judge R obb in the U nited States 
District Court yesterday m orning why 
he Bhould not be punished for contempt 
of court, had the effect of filling the 
eoart-room to overflowing with those 
who were curious to learn the full par­ 
ticulars of the affair. Savíu was present 
with Hon. M. E. C. M onday as his 
attorney and United States District At­ 
torney Denis represented the Govern 
m ent. 
Upon the opening of court Mr. 
M onday demanded that the Government 
eerve him with the proper interrogato­ 
ries. 
He then said that in his opinion 
the proceedings must fall to the ground, 
for the law did not permit a person to be 
punished for contempt for an offence 
which was indictable under the law. He 
did not think from the evidence given 
by Flores on the previous day that a 
contempt had been committed, as the 
trouble complained of had taken place 
outside of the court room and not in the 
presence of the court. 
• 
Judge Ross said that if a contempt had 
been committed at all it had been com­ 
m itted in the presence of the Court. The 
witness or jury room and th e hall ways 
adjacent to the coart room were portions 
of the Court, and it followed that if the 
contempt, if committed, was in the pres­ 
ence of the Court. 
Mr. Munday thought that the mere 
fact that Bavin had done something in 
the hall way, was not sufficient to make 
it a contempt case under the statutes 
which provided that a contempt must be 
committed in the face of the Court. 
Judge 
Ross 
ruled 
against 
Mr. 
M unday 
and 
held 
that 
in 
such 
a 
case there 
was 
no 
necessity 
for 
the 
furnishing 
of 
interroga­ 
tories, which were only needed when the 
offense had been committed out of the 
face of the Court. 
The first witness called was Bartolo Fior­ 
es, who testified in answer to questions 
through an interpreter, that he was sum ­ 
moned as a witness in the case of the 
United States against Ilippolyte Goujon 
and had been in attendance upon the 
Court daring the previous day. 
During 
the forenoon of that day witness was in 
the jury or witness room in the building 
when Savin entered and addressed him, 
asking him why he had come. 
Witness 
told him that he had been called as a 
witness by the Court. 
Savin then told 
him that he was not to say anything to 
the prejudice of Goujon. 
He said that 
if witness did testify against Goujon a 
charge would be brought against him for 
money that had been lost or had strayed 
at Tia Juana. Witness told him that the 
charge would not be trne, and that he 
would stand the punishment. 
At this 
point the conversation was interrupted 
by the entrance of Mr. Mansir. Soon 
after lancb Savin spoke to him again 
and asked him to go to the end of the 
hall, where they again conversed on the 
sam e subject. 
Savin asked him what 
the amount of money would be for testi­ 
fying in the case. 
Witness did not 
know how much, and Savin said that he 
wonld give him a guarantee and pay him 
more if he did not testify against Gou­ 
jon. 
Witness told him that he did not 
want anything more said about it, and 
then Deputy United States Marshal Do­ 
minguez came up. 
On cross-examination Mr. 
Munday 
asked the witness if he had not said that 
he was a witness in the case because he 
had a spite against Goujon, the spite be­ 
ing caused by a charge preferred against 
him , of taking Goujon’s pistol. 
Witness 
denied that be had ever been charged 
with taking Goujon’s pistol and said that 
he did not know he was to be a witness 
until be bad been subpu-med the day be­ 
fore the trial commenced. 
R . O. Snedigar testified that he heard 
Savin and Flores talking together in a 
low tone of voice in the witness-room. 
H e had heard '‘$10” and “ $25” spoken in 
Spanish, but the rest of the conversation 
was so low that he could not under­ 
stand it. 
W. A. Bitterly corroborated the testi­ 
mony of the previous witness, and had 
noticed th at the conversation was stopped 
when Mr. Mansir entered the room. 
C . W. M ansir testified that he had 
gone into the witness room and found the 
two men talking together. W hen he went 
in they stopped. He also said that Sa­ 
vin knew that he understood Spanish. 
Deputy United States M arshal Domin 
guez testified that he had seen the two 
men in close conversation in the hall­ 
way, and had notified the District Attor­ 
ney. He then stopped the conversation by 
calling the witnesses into court. 
A h jandro Savin testified in his own 
behalf that he had talked to Flores, and 
th at Flores said ho had come here to get 
even with Goujun. 
He had informed 
Flores that lie was accused of taking $00 
or $75 at wTia Juana, and he advised 
Flores to be careful not fo committ any 
more robberies in the United States, for 
he would be arrested and pnnished. 
Sa­ 
vin alleged that he advised Flores not to 
tell anything on the stand but the truth. 
H e had never told him that be would 
pay him for not testifying against Guo- 
jo«. 
Mr. Munday moved that the matter 
be dismissed, and argued that the evi­ 
dence was not sufficient to show that 
Savin had committed a contempt. 
He 
thought that the evidence of Flores 
ehonid not be believed, and that cf his 
client discredited. 
Judge Ross said that in hie judgment 
Flores had told the truth, and the other 
m an had not. The Court had to take the 
evidence an it found it, and it would not 
convict this man unless it was thorough­ 
ly 
convinced, which it 
was. 
The 
evidence to the mind of the Court was 
perfectlyjplain. 
J udge ltoes then ordered the Clerk to 
spread the following order on his min­ 
utes: 
W h e e k a b , D aring the p r o g r o ss of th e trial o f 
th e action of the United «tutea of Am erica vs. 
H. Goujon in the coart on the 20th day of Feb­ 
ru ary , 1889, one Bartolo Florea, a wimeaa on 
th e part of the Government duly subpmnaed 
and In attendance upon the court, testified In 
aubatance th at while in auch attendance on 
•aid 27th day of February, one Alejandro 
Bavin on two several occasions, once in the jury 
room of Raid court, tem porarily used for wit­ 
nesses, and w ithin a few feet of the court 
room, and once in the hallw ay of aaid court 
building, Im m ediately 
adjoining aald court 
room , did approach the said w itness, and in the 
said jury room, did im properly endeavor to 
deter said witness from testifying on behalf of 
th e Government In said cause, and In said hall­ 
w ay did offer the said w itness m oney not to tes­ 
tify against th e defendant In said action of the 
«Jolted HU tea vs. Goujon, and 
WiRREAg, Upon snch testim ony of 
said 
Floret, this Court then and there m ade an 
order directing the aaid Bavin to »how cause 
before the Court at 9:30 o’clock a , m., on the 
28th d ayof February, 1889, at the courtroom 


thereof, why he should not be adjudged guilty 
of a contem pt of this Court, and 
W h k b k a h . On the said 28th day of February, 
the aald Savin appeared, w ith counsel, in re 
aponae to B ald order, w hereupon the m atter 
was heard In open onurt, and witnesses for and 
against him were sworn, and th eir tebtimony 
given, and th e same having been duly consid­ 
ered by th e Court, the C ourt now finds the facts 
to be: 
That during the progress of the trial of the 
action of the United Staten of Am erica vs H. 
Goujon, in th is court, on tn e 27th day of Feb 
ruary, 1889, one Bartole Flores, a witness on 
behalf cl th e Governm ent, duly aubpienaed 
and in attendance upon th e Court, while 
Id said attendance 
on said 27th day of 
February, was, on tw o 
several o-casions, 
once 
in 
th e 
jury-room 
of 
said 
court 
w hich w h s tem poralily used for a witness 
room, and w hich is located w ithin less than 
seven feet of the courtroom , and once in the 
hallw ay of said court building im m ediately ad 
joing the courtroom , wan approached by the 
respondent, Alejandro Bavin, and that aaid 
Savin did then and there lu aaid juryroom uu- 
law fully attem pt and endeavor to deter the 
«aid w itness Flores frem testifying for the 
G overnm ent in the aforesaid action, and in the 
said hallway the said 8avin did at the tim e 
stated, unlaw fully oiler th e said witness Floros 
m ouey not to testify against the defendant 
therein, th e aforesaid Goujon, from which fact, 
It is considered and adjudged by the Court that 
the said respondent, Alejandro Bavin did th ere­ 
by c m m it a contem pt of th is court, for which 
contem pt it Ik by the Court now ordered aud 
adjudged that be, the said Alejandro Savin, be 
im prisoned in the County Jau of Los Angeles 
county, California, for the period of one year 
from thia date. 
Toe Marshal will execute this 
judgm ent forthw ith. 
Judge Brousseau, one of the attorneys 
for Hippolyte Goujon in the case in which 
he is charged with smuggling, then 
asked that he be allowed to withdraw 
from the case for personal reasons. The 
defendant had consented and would sub­ 
stitute his attorney from San Diego, for 
whom he had telegraphed. The request 
was granted and the case was continued 
until thiB morning. 


T h e M ig h t-H o u r L e a g u e . 
E d it o r s H e r a l d—As a result of the 
meeting in the Opera House hall on Feb­ 
ruary 22d,an Eight-Hour League has been 
organized in this city under the auspices 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
and active work commenced to bring 
about the eight-hour working day on the 
date set by the Federation, May 1st, 
1890. 
The movement to make eight 
hoars the standard day’s work on and 
after the above date is general through­ 
out the United States and Canada. 
The 
American Federation of Labor, numbers 
over 
five 
hundred 
thousand mem­ 
bers, and being cloeely affiliated with all 
the leading organizations of the country. 
The Btate of the labor market during the 
past few years has shown the absolute 
necessity of curtailing the hours of toil, 
as, 
owing 
to 
the 
invention 
of 
labor-saving machinery and improved 
methods of work, producing power has 
increased many fold during the last gen­ 
eration. 
One close student of these 
questions (the late Henry C. Cary) states 
that with the aid of the inventions now 
in use the labor of one man is equal to 
that of seven fifty years ago. This state 
of affairs has brought us face to face 
with the condition in which the masses 
of the country are placed at the present 
time. The past ten years have been re­ 
garded as years of unusual prosperity. 
Yet the returns published by the differ­ 
ent State and National labor bureaus, 
and other authorities, show that during 
that time only about two thirds of our 
Deople dependent on wages for support 
Lave found steady employment. 
Or in 
other words one-third of those willing to 
work have been idle for want of em­ 
ployment. The question arises: “ What 
can be done with 
and for this vast 
arm y of enforced idlers? The work­ 
ers projiose to solve this problem by 
claiming for themselves a small portion 
of the benefits arising from improved 
methods of work and increased produc­ 
tion. They propose by shortening the 
hours of labor to enlarge the number 
employed, and thus lessen to that extent 
the bitterness of the struggle for exist­ 
ence in which, under our present sys­ 
tem, a large majority of our people are 
condemned to spend their lives. 
The shortening of the hours of labor to 
eight per day will work no injury to any 
member of the community. But, on the 
contrary, will be a positive benefit to 
every one, no matter what his calling or 
business. To the mechanic or laborer it 
means steady work at less fluctuating 
wages. To the employer it means 
steadier basis on which to conduct his 
business, a fixed and loss roving, and 
consequently a more satisfactory and 
profitable, clas3 
of 
labor. 
To the 
merchant it means more customers 
with 
money 
in 
their 
pockets 
to 
purchase his goods. To anyone with 
anything to sell it meanB increased abil­ 
ity on the part of the people to buy. To 
the minister who seeks to turn m en’s 
feet into the path trod by the outcast 
carpenter of Nazareth it means an in­ 
crease of those who Beek the portals of 
the church. For we have not far to seek 
to prove to ourselves that the men bru­ 
talized by poverty and in whose mind is 
ever present the haunting fear of want 
for self and family, turn usually to places 
of a far different character from the 
church to find forgetfulness. Shorter 
hours means better times and a better 
life morally, physically and financially 
for every one, and for this reason this 
movement should have the earnest sup­ 
port of everyone who has the interests of 
the community at heart. The league, at 
their recent meeting, appointed an en­ 
rolling board of twenty-seven members, 
one for each precinct in the city, who 
are authorized to enroll members either 
active or honorary. 
Each active mem­ 
ber, on signing the roll, takes the follow­ 
ing pledge: 
I hereby solemly pledge myself that 
on and after the 1st day of May, 1889, I 
will work only eight hours per day. 
That no argument or threat shall move 
me from my purpose. That I will attend 
all meetings of the Eight Hour League, 
and use all my influence to increase the 
number of eight-hour men. 
An honorary member on enrolling 
himself takes this pledge: 
I fully recog­ 
nize and endorse the aims and objects of 
the Eight-Hour League, and do solemnly 
pledge myself to aid and support the 
movement. In witness whereof, I do 
hereby append my signature. 
All will have a chance to aid this good 
work. 
Let us each and all enroll our­ 
selves under the m otto: 
Eight hours for 
work, eight hours for rest, eight hours for 
social and intellectual improvement. 
E n r o l l i n g B o a r d , 
Eight-Hour League. 


I t w i l l I’r e v o n i a F lo o d . 
Since the great era of progress set in, 
nearly all the sand used for mortar-mak­ 
ing has been taken out of the bed of the 
Los Angeles river. 
Untold tons have 
been removed until a fine channel has 
been cleared all the way from the South­ 
ern Pacific bridge above the toma of the 
Zanja Madre down to the lower end of 
the Santa Fe yards. 
Lines of team s are 
at work daily hauling more sand and 
gravel from the bed of the river. The 
trouble has been that in flood time the 
bed 
of 
the 
river 
was 
heaped 
with the wash of 
a hundred floods 
before this one, and the channel was 
bank high with sand and gravel. The 
natural result was that the water over­ 
flowed in all directions and took to the 
streets in preference to its own channel. 
So much gravel and sand have been re­ 
moved for building and other purposes 
that it would require a big flood and long 
continued to get over the bulkheads 
along the river. 


FIKST 
STREET. 


I m p r o v e m e n t* A lo n e 
I t stu d llie 
NrrU o f G r a d in g . 
8ince the planting of the Santa Fe 
depot on the river bank at th e foot of 
First street, that avenue has become one 
of the busiest in the city. 
Yesterday a 
H er a l d reporter took a stroll along this 
street to the river and was surprised to 
see how much business is being done 
along 
it, and 
more 
so, 
to 
note 
the preparations making to accommodate 
more business. 
A walk along First 
street will disabuse the mind of the worst 
doubter as to improvements going on, or 
aB to the future of the city. 
At the coruer of Sau Pedro street, on 
the gore between First, San Pedro and 
Alameda, Fred H aver lias a big gang of 
men aud tonuis at work excavating the 
cellar for two brick blocks. 
One is for 
Mr. Sessich, and here the walls of the 
basement are in course of construction. 
These walls are solid, and on them will 
be 
upreared a handsome two-story 
block. There will b9 two stores below, 
and probably living rooraB above. 
Im 
mediately east of this, Theo. Frohlinger 
is to build a similar structure. 
The fiist 
loids of dirt are just being removed for 
this. 
, 
A little further down on the north side 
of First street, the Gollmer block is so 
fine, as it takes on the last finishing 
touches of the workmen, that it would 
ornament any street in this or any o'her 
city. There are three stores on the street 
anil the building is three stories high. It 
adjoins the Terre Iiaute House on the 
East. These last named premises are to 
some degree historical. The house is one 
of the oldest brick structures in Los An­ 
geles, and was built by James Armstrong 
for a residence not less than 22 years ago. 
Here his family dwelt for years, and his 
daughters, pretty girls they were, Pinky 
and Kate were the belles of Los Angeles 
—a very small adobe town then. 
Further 
down, 
below 
Wilmington 
street, Mr. Henry Newell has just begun 
excavations for a fine three-story brick 
block. 
It will be 50 foot front, and will 
be one of the best structures on the 
street. 
It will be seen that the era of improve 
ment is decidedly active aloDg here. 
One can look nowhere and not seo a 
building recently finished, just being 
completed, or at some stage of progress 
after that ot inception. 
Along the street hore and there may 
be observed a few men engaged in the 
work of paviug. 
It is well known that 
for months the street cars have baen re­ 
moved from First street on account of 
the improvement of the street and of the 
bridge being removed from the river. 
Dwellers on the East Side get to the 
city as best they can. 
Their rights 
eeem to connt for nothing. The Cable 
Company aro retarded from laying in 
their trackB at many points, and at pres­ 
ent their people are doing not one stroke 
of work on the First-street bridge. 
The property-holders are to blame too, 
in many cases. 
Some of them with a 
narrow spirit utterly unworthy of this 
city obstruct the widening of the street.--. 
The plan proposed for this will make the 
property worth twice as much on a fine 
street as it would he on an alley. 
But 
the purblind citizen does not, or will not 
see this. 
The consequence is that the 
street presents a most unsightly aspect. 
Here is a house moved back and the 
sidewalk laid on the new line, and there 
is the next one rigLt in the line of 
the proposed street with the sidewalk 
merely a hole in the street. 
Move back, 
men and brethren, to the new line, aud 
make your street one of the best in the 
city. 
Then the street officials, the Council, 
the Mayor, some one, or all the people 
should join in one great universal howl­ 
ing effort until the street is graded and 
sidewaiked all the way from Hill street to 
the river. And when this howling effort 
shall have accomplished its purpose, 
those interested should get a new hold 
and repeat the dose until the bridge over 
the river is completed. It is said that 
work is to be resumed on this enterprise 
at an early day. The iron is reported to 
be at hand, and raeu are preparing con­ 
crete to go on with the work. 
Speed the 
plane, or rather the shovel and hammer 
until the viaduct is complete. 
So much for that stretch of First 
street. There is a small gang of meu at 
work on the hill by the bell tower cut­ 
ting down the street. It is a big job, 
and if not pushed will not be completed 
at an earlier date than that mentioned in 
the refrain of the topical song—in 1 909. 
If the contractors at all pomts can be 
forced to do their work with some expe­ 
dition, then in a short time First street 
will be a thoronghfare indeed from Ever­ 
green cemetery on the extrem e eastern 
verge of the city to the Baptist College 
on the west.________________ 


SECOND STR EET. 


A T li o r o ii a h f n r« 
t h a t 
N e e d i I in» 
m e d ia t e A t t e n t i o n . 
Second street íb the only means of ac­ 
cess to the center of the city for many 
dwellers on the hills to the weBt. There 
is a large, an intelligent and a growing 
population in that district. 
Under these 
circumstances one would naturally sup­ 
pose that the street would be kept in 
good condition. 
But such a thought will 
prove on investigation to be very prepos­ 
terous. Right in the heart of the city it 
is in an infamous plight. 
This remark 
does not apply to the street below Main 
street and down to the Santa Fe depot. 
That stretch is bad indeed. 
It is tortu­ 
ous, badly bridged, badly sidewaiked 
or more correctly speaking not side- 
walked 
or 
paved 
at 
all. 
Great 
mudholes cover 
much 
of 
it, and 
it 
is 
nearly 
impassable. 
Yet 
by 
it 
all 
the 
arrivals 
by 
the 
Santa Fe road must reach the city. But 
between Main and Fort streets this 
thoroughfare is in so sorry a plight that 
its condition would disgrace a backwoods 
village the spring after the woods were 
burned. 
Imm ediate attention is de­ 
manded on Second street from Fort to 
the Santa Fe depot. 
The same is true of the street nearly 
everywhere weBt of Bunker Hill avenue. 
From this last street to Hope is a steep 
grade. 
But this block of Second street 
is in a very bad condition. 
On one side 
the cut íb only partially made, and that 
side is not passable at ail. 
At the Hope 
street crossing there is a deep fill, but 
only a veiy narrow wagon way is foun d 
on either side of the street-car track. 
It would be a dangerous place for 
one to attem pt to drive a skittish 
horse past the cable cars. 
Beyond Pea rl 
street along by the cable road engine 
house the street is in a horrible condi­ 
tion after even a light rain. The water 
lies in the roadway, and heavy teaming 
has cnt it so as to render it impassable. 
The consequence is the teams all take the 
sidewalk which has been laid at a big 
expense to the property holders, and this 
valuable and necessary improvement is 
destroyed. 
it may not be any person’s fault that 
these facts exist. 
But, 
whether the 
fault 
of 
some negligent official, or 
the carelessness of p-nurious property 
holders, the street in its present state is 
a disgrace to so fine and beautiful a city 
as Loe Angeles.

An interesting contest over an estate 
amounting to $50,000 will be heard to­ 
day before Judge Clark and a jury. 
I 1 
appears that on the 15th of January, 
1888, Nicolaus Weber died, leaving all 
his property to Louise Masser. The wili 
•was admitted to probate shortly after 
and appraisers were appointed. 
At this 
time there appeared to be no obstacles 
in the way of the carrying out of the pro­ 
visions of the will. 
The appraisers in­ 
vestigated the property left by the de­ 
ceased and found than it consisted of a 
seventy-foot lot on Painsevain street, 
some other pieces of property and a lot 
of notes and securities, the total value 
being $20,346. On March 10 of that 
year, however, other claimants to the 
estate put in an appearance and filed a 
complaint 
in 
contest. 
They 
were 
Henry Weber 
and 
Phil 
Weber, 
brothers of 
deceased, and a sister 
residiog in Germany. 
Henry Weber 
said that his home was in Illinois, and 
Philip alleged that he lived in Missouri. 
These contestants claimed in their com­ 
plaint that deceased was unmarried and 
had no children, and no other heirs than 
theraselvas, and as the estate was valued 
at $5,000, they asked that the order ad­ 
mitting the will to probate be revoked. 
They allege that the wili was not the 
last will of deceased, nor a valid will in 
any sense, and that if it had been signed 
by doceased he had been induced to at­ 
tach his name to it by means of undue 
influence brought to bear on him by 
Killian Messer and his wife, Louise 
Messer. They allege that for several 
months prior to his death, deceased was 
infirm and feeble both in mind and body 
and was an easy victim in the hands 
of the Messers. 
The complaint further 
states that for some time prior to his 
death, the Messers were constantly im­ 
portuning him to make his will,giving all 
hiB property to Louise Messer, that he 
was sick in their house and under their 
control, and that in order that he might 
die in peace he signed the will, leaving 
the whole of his property to Louise Mes­ 
ser, to the exclusion of his relatives. The 
complaint also states that deceased was 
not allowed to see any of his friends to 
whom he could appeal for aid. 
In answer to this complaint Louise 
MesBer filed a denial of each and every 
allegation set forth by the contestants. A 
jury was drawn yesterday to try the case, 
and the taking of testimony will com­ 
mence this morning. As there are about 
twenty-five witnesses on each side it will 
probably continue over several dayB.

many. There is usually an active de­ 
mand for this grain for the German mar­ 
ket, and it brings good prices.

larger area ought to be sown to it, and il 
ought not to he shipped abroad. 
In the 
coming time when paper is made in 
large quantities in Southern California, 
rye straw will be in active demand. 
And in that sweet by and by, when we 
shall depend on ourselves more than 
now, the grain will be made into high 
wines on the spot, and we will stop 
paying so heavy a tribute to Kentucky 
distilleries.

A good deal of surprise was manifested 
yesterday when the Union Pacific offi­ 
cials here came out with the announce­ 
ment that on and after March 6th they 
would run weekly excursions out of Los 
Angeles for all Eastern points in Pull­ 
man equipment free of charge. The sur­ 
prise was in the fact that official notifica­ 
tion was set fortn some time ago that 
Pullman had corraled the Union Pacific’s 
tourist business and that henceforward 
charges of $3 to the River and $4 to Chi­ 
cago would be made for the accommoda­ 
tions. It now appears that when the parties 
are sent out in excursion 
form the 
charges will be sustained by the railroad 
compuny recruiting the outfit, Pullman 
receiving his full rates for each passen­ 
ger. 
This new order of things will be 
observed by the Burlington,Rock Island, 
Union Pacific and Chicago and Alton 
roads, all of which will in the future send 
out weekly free excursions on the same 
scale as last year, with the exception 
that the tourists will have Pullman’s 
equipment, and therefore better accom­ 
modations.

altogether th e result of th e m isrepresen­ 
tations to w hich we alinde. 
O ne capi­ 
talist, of th e m illionaire o rd er, declined to 
have an ything to do w ith an enterprise 
w hich was to lead to a “ bnsted” town 
th a t h as a delinquent list so large as ours, 
an d w here half th e people w ere out of 
em ploym ent. T his gentlem an w ould be 
som ew hat astonished w ere h e to visit 
Los A ngeles and note the fact th a t m ore 
bnilding is going on here th an in O ak­ 
lan d , San Jose and Sacram ento p ut to­ 
gether. 
H is astonishm ent w ould not be 
d im inished w ben he should find out th at 
of a m illion and a half dollars of taxes 
im posed th is year, only $10,000 w ere al­ 
low ed to go delinquent. 
I t is tru e th at 
Los A ngeles had a very large published 
delinquent list, b ut its volnm inonsness 
w as entirely owing to th e fact th a t the 
people, u n d er th e present clum sy sys­ 
tem , had such poor facilities for paying 
th eir taxes th at they w ore, perforce, 
obliged to allow them to go delinquent. 
T he throng at th e County T ax C ollector’s 
office has for a m onth past been alm ost 
prohibitive of a busy m an ’s paying bis 
tax es. 
T he delinquent tax Bale w as to 
have tak en place on T uesday, th e 26th 
of F e b ru a ry ; but, 
by 
th e authority 
vested in him , th e T ax Collector, it was 
adjonrned till th e following day,4 by 
w hich tim e only $10,000 was delinquent. 
Los A ngeles is a large county, covering 
a superficial area of n early four m illion 
acres, w ith a population of probably 
165,000 souls, m any of w hom live at 
a 
distance 
from 
th e city. 
These 
people w ere obliged to com e to 
the 
county-seat to pay th eir taxes, an d to 
keep a w eather eye on th eir train s. 
The 
assessm ent lists, besides, w ere in such a 
m uddle th a t m any persons voluntarily 
allow ed th eir tax es to be published as 
delinquent in order to be able to learn 
w hat th ey were. 
T he system needs an 
en tire rem odeling, and D eputy T ax Col­ 
lectors should be 
stationed 
a t such 
points as Pom ona, W ilm ington, P asa­ 
d en a an 
Santa A na, during tax-paying 
tim es, to facilitate the taxpaying. 
The 
crucial point is not w hat w as advertised 
as delinquent through a defective sys­ 
tem . b ut w hat actually tn rn ed out in the 
end to be delinquent, an d this sum , as 
w e have stated, was petty in th e ex­ 
trem e, am ounting to only a one hu n d red - 
and-fortieth part of th e sum total. 
T he nu m b er of w orkingm en out of em ­ 
p loym ent here has been grossly exagger­ 
ated. 
I t is not a w hit m ore in proportion 
th an in San Francisco, aDd we doubt if 
it is so m u ch . It is only natural th a t this 
should be the case in view of th e fact th at 
th ere h a s been m ore building in Los 
Angeles during the p ast two years th an 
in San F rancisco, O akland and San Jose 
p a t together. T his was necessary to ac­ 
com m odate th e phenom enal im m igra­ 
tio n w hich flocked here during th a t per­ 
iod. 
Of course it could n ot be expected 
th a t th is w ould keen up a t euch an u n ­ 
heard-of rate. Public and other im prove­ 
m ents a re under way here, w hich will 
assure laborers steady 
and profitable 
em ploym ent. 
If Mr. M ulholland’s cor­ 
respondent were to com e to Los Angeles 
h e would find as m uch business activity 
h ere as in any city or tow n in C alifornia, 
a n d persons w ho have been extensively 
over th e State recently tell us th a t there 
is m ore.

T here is m ore dow nright, intelligent and 
virtuous enterprise to th e fore in South­ 
e rn C alifornia to-day, an d th at a t th e 
ratio of ten to one, th an was ever dis­ 
played h ere a t th e height of th e boom , 
an d th is rem ark holds good ab o u t Los- 
Angeles. K ern, V entura, San B ernar­ 
dino and 8an Diego counties.

E d it o r s H e r a l d — A re th e provisions 
of our C h arter relating to the grading 
and im provem ent of streets and con­ 
struction of sew ers, bridges, etc., void 
and of no effect if they conflict w ith the 
V room a n Act? 
A rticle 11, Section 6, of the constitu­ 
tion provides th a t “ cities o r towns h ere­ 
tofore or hereafter organized, and all 
ch arters thereof fram ed or adopted by 
au th o rity of th is constitution shall be 
subject to and controlled by general 
law s.” 
A rticle 11, Section 8, provides th at our 
C harter m u st be “ consistent w ith and 
subject to th e constitution and laws of 
th e State, and shall supersede all spe­ 
cial law s inconsistent w ith said C h arter.” 
In Staude vs. Election C om m issioners, 
61 C al., 324, th e Suprem e C ourt held 
th at the elective officers of San F ran ­ 
cisco were not to be elected under a sp e­ 
cial a ct relating to th at city, but under a 
general law fixing elections in N ovem ber 
and th a t th e city waB subject to general 
law s, but th at tb e act for “ incorporation, 
organization and classification” of cities 
and tow ns according to population was 
not snch a general law. 
In Thom asou vs. Ruggles, 69 C al.. 
465, the Suprem e C ourt held th a t the 
V room an Act was a general law , w ithin 
the m eaning of A rticle 11, Section 16. 
All our codes declare th at th e word 
“ person includes a corporation,” thus 
expressing the general rule th at corpora 
tionH are subject to all laws governing 
individuals. 
N ecessarily, 
theretore, 
“ law s” and “ general law s” m entioned 
in the C onstitution m ean all general law s 
relating to m unicipal corporations. 
If 
not, they m ean nothing. 
Also the ch ar­ 
ter can only supersede all special laws, 
an d not general law s relating to corpo­ 
rations. 
All provisions of law s granting tho 
power of taxation m u st be strictly o b ­ 
served. No provision in th e C harter which 
is m ore beneficial or lees onerous to the 
taxpayer th an a sim ilar one in the Act, 
wiil he affected .by it, b ut nothing im ­ 
pairing or abrogating any provision in 
th e Act for his benefit or protection, or 
differing from tbe A ct in substance, will 
probably be held inconsistent w ith it. 
It is an illustration of som e cf the dif­ 
ferences betw een tb e C harter and the 
act. 
T he act provides th a t th e protest of 
th e owners of one-half of the frontage 
shall suspend further proceedings for six 
m onths, and’the C h arter th at the protest 
of tw o-thirds of such ow ners shall sus­ 
pend further proceedings for only three 
m onths, th u s im pairing a right conferred 
upon the taxpayers. 
The act, I u t not 
th e C harter, provides th at if tbe cost 
assessed exceeds one-half th e value of 
th e property, the excess 6hall be paid by 
th e city. 
T his om ission deprives the 
taxpayer of an im portant right. 
T he act provides th at incurring any 
indebtedness for sew ers, in excess of the 
m oney in the street contingent fund ap­ 
plicable to sew ers, m u st be subm itted to 
th e votes of the city electors, an d the 
ch arter perm its th e Council to direct 
such proportion of th e cost as it m ay 
deeui just to be assessed to the city gen­ 
erally, to be paiil out of m oneys in the 
treasury of the city n o t otherw ise appro­ 
priated,

W hether it so applies or not, it disre­ 
gards th e rights of all C ity electors, and 
this is an im portant question in relation 
to our proposed sew er to the sea. 
T he A ct provides notice of the assess­ 
m en t and lien upon th e property by 
m ailing it to each ow ner and recording 
it in th e office of th e S uperintendent of 
S treets, and th e C h arter provides for r e ­ 
cording it w ith th e County R ecorder and 
publishing it.
